Diligence of the excellent and worthy, 
Gentleman, whoſe devout and religious 
Diſpoſitions have prompted him to favour 
our Country with a new Edition of this 
valuable Treatiſe, It was firſt publiſhed by 
the Author himſelf before the 1626, and 
was reprinted at London, anno 1658, and” 
after that there were ſome other Impreſſi- 
ons of it in different Places; and, a- 
bout the Beginning of this Century, it un- 
derwent another Impreſſion at Glaſgow x 
but all the former Editions are now become 
ſo ſcarce, that the Book ſeems almoſt to be 
forgot, to the very great Loſs of many ſe- 
rious and devout Perſons, who, in reading 
the Holy Scriptures, muſt find themſelves. 
greatly aſſiſted by ſome ſuch compendious 
and ſuccin& Performance, as this moſt cer-. 
tainly is. But beſides, if there was uo want, 
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of Copies of the former Editions, yet all of 
them have this great Inconveniency, - that 
the Texts of facred Writ are quoted from 
the Tranſlation of the Old and New Teſta- 
ment uſed in Scotland, before the laſt one; 

done by the Appointment of King James 
VI. after the Acceſſion of that Prince to the 
Crown of England, + 

| To the People of this preſent Age who 

„ uſe none other than the laſt Tranſlation, 

which was firſt printed at London, anno 

1612, and was begun anne 1604 +, theſe 

Paſſages of Holy Writ, as they ſtand in the 

older Verſions, | may have the Appearance 

of Novelty or Singularity : And therefore, 
in this Edition, the Texts of Holy Scripture 
. are, by the pious Editor, with no ſmall 
Pains, taken from the Verſion of the Old 
and New Teſtament, now in uſe in all 
the Dominions of the King of Great Bri- 
tain. | 

As the conſtant and diligent Peruſal of 
the 4s Scriptures, is a Duty incumbent 
on Perſons of all Ranks and Stations, fo 1 
am perſuaded, that many of the younger 
Sort in particular, and ſuch as have neither 
Time nor Opportunities for much Study and 
long Application, and are unacquainted 
with the original Languages, or perhaps 
not in a Condition to purchaſe enn 

| an 
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-and learned Commentaries, would profit a 


great deal more in the Knowledge of the 
Book of God, had they Accels to me ſuch 
litte Manual as this, which, in a Way fo 
eaſy and plain, in ſo ingenious and pretty a 
Manner, explains and unfolds the Types, 
the Figures, and the Prophecies of the Old 
Teſtament, and in a Method ſo familiar, 
fo juſt, and ſo natural, ſhows the Corre- 
ſpondence between the Types and Anti- 
types, and how all things muſt be fulfilled 
(as our bleſſed Lord tells his Diſciples) 
which were written in the Law of Moſes, 
and the Prophets, and the P/aims, concern- 
ing him “. 

Typical and aHMegorieal Prophecies, be- 
ſides thgir great Force and Validity, which 
could be abundantly made appear, (did the 
Shortneſs of this Preface allow it) are more- 
over beautiful, uſeful and neceſſary. 

A Type in general, is a lively Impreſſions 
or Repreſentation of any Thing or Perſon, 
it is an Image or Picture, exhibiting the Li- 
neaments and Characters of the Original, 
and in a theological Senſe may be deſined, 
a Sign or Symbol of ſome more excellent 
future Thing, originally deſigned by God to 
prefigure that future Thing. And. what 
anſwers to the Type, what is prefigured 
and foreſhown by it, is called the Anti- 
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Shadows, Prints, Footſteps, are natura 
Types, others take their Riſe from Inven- 
tion. 24 | 

As a Picture has firſt its Outlines drawn,, 
and Proportions deſcribed, and afterwards, 
dy various Lights and Shades, expreſſes the 
apparent Eminencies and Receſſes of the 
Surface, and at length by nice Colouring: 
and curious Touches, gives you a lively 
Repreſentation of the Look, Air, and Spi- 
| rit of the Original; ſo a Type may be in 
| any Degree of Reſemblance, it may give 
us an Idea in any Point of View, and be 
more or leſs expreſſive, according to the: 

Skill or Purpoſe of the Deſigner. 

Thus the Particulars of the Jewiſh Hj- 
Rory are ſo choſen, by divine Appointment, 
that there is ſcarce @ Patriarch, a Judge, a. 
King, a Prophet, or a Ruler, who does not 
bear ſome typical Repreſentation of the 
Massa. The whole Temple Service ſeems 
.contrived to preſerve in the Minds of the 
Jeu, a Notion of that Great Sacrifice 
-which was to be offered, in due Time, for 

the Sins of the World; and that remark- 
able Type of the Paſchal: Lamb, in particu- 
lar, ſtrongly repreſented and exhibited that 
Lamb of God, which was intentionally 
Hain from the Foundation of the World t. 
T be very Order of Prophets was a Type 
of that Great Prophet, who ſhould ariſe a- 
Rat tes monglt 
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ar mongſt them, and perſectly reveal the whole 
= Will of God to the Nations. 
| Their Books of Hymns are every where fo 
erowded with Prefigurations of his Nature; 
and divine Tranſactions of his Offices of 
King, Prieſt and Prophet, that they ate 
perpetual Delineations of Chriſt and his 
Church, and ſuch as eould only be delivered: 
by the All- ſeeing Spirit of the Almighty. 

Nor indeed can we conceive a more noble 
or more proper Way of introducing* the 
Son of God, che great Reſtorer of Truth 
and Rightcouſeſs, into the World, than 
by preparing Mankind by Predictions and 
Repreſentations of various Forms, in dif- 
ferent Ages, by Men of different Methods 
of Life, to —— and entertain him, by 
5 exciting their Curioſity; by giving till new 

and more enlarged Pruſpects of the Grau- 
deur, and Dignity, and Offices of that Per- 
fon, who was to make ſo divine a Figure on 
the Theatre of the World. 

If the principal Intent of the Coming of 
the Meſſiah was ma+2 known, to our firſt 
Parents. in Paradiſe ; if the Deſign was 
more fully explained to Abraham, the Fa- 
ther of the Faithful; ſo. that he faw his 
Day and rejoiced v. If bis prophetick Of 
fice was plainly and literally - foretold by 
Maſes, who gave the nobleſt Proofs of his 
1. the Servant of the moſt high "ro 
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and whoſe Wiſdom was famed throughout 
all the World; if the Nature of Chri/t's 
Kingdom and Extent of his Church, are ma- 

nificently fer furth by David and Solomon, 

en renowned for their Power, and whoſe 
Name went far into the Iſlands, as the Son 
of Syrac expreſſes it +. If his Nature and 
Offices are both allegorically deſcribed, and 
typically repreſented by ſucceeding Prophets 
without any Contradition to former Pro- 
Phecies, and with a more ample and di- 
itn Unfolding of them; if the whole 
Train of this great Deſign is fo graphically 


painted, as to affect, in the moſt lively Man- 


ner, the Minds of Men, in every - Faculty 
and Capacity ; if no Method of Deſcription 
or Adumbration is omitted, which might 


either enlighten the Underſtanding, or cap- 


tivate the Affections. If wiſe and good 
Men in different Ages of the World agree 
with, and are ſubſervient to each other, in 
their Repreſentations ; if Men of different 
Educations and Profeſſions, without any 


- Conſultation with one another, paint out 
this Great Redeemer, in his various Linea- 


ments and Characters; if the Courtier and 


the Shepherd, the Man of Learning, and 


the Man of Power, according to their dif- 
ferent Ways of thinking and ſpeaking, give 


one conſiſtent Reſemblance and perfe&t I- 


mage of this divine Perſon ; we muſt ac- 
. knowledge 


1 Ecclus, Avii. 16, 
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knowledge that this is the moſt compleat, 
the moſt proper, and the moſt divine De- 
ſignation of him; the moſt incapable of 
Fraud and Conſpiracy, the moſt ſafe. and 
ſatisfactory, that could be contrived ; and 
ſuch as it could not enter into the Heart of 
Man to deviſe, nor could it be within the 
Reach of all created Beings to accompliſh. 

If the Time, Place, and other Par tieu - 
lars relating to his great Undertaking, and 
all-ſufficient Sacrifice, were for many Ages 
before, either directly foretold, or obliquely 
repreſented ; if ſo many Circumſtances, de- 
pending upon the Will of Jews: and Ko- 
mans, and entirely ſubject to the Direction 
of divine Providence, were clearly and di- 
ſtinAly marked out; this muſt: be confeſſed 
to be ſo uncommon, ſo unprecedented, and 
ſo inimitable, ' that it neither has, nor can 
have, from human Power, any Parallel; 
So that whether we look backward to 
the Old Teſtament, or forward to the New; 
all is uniform; the Teſtimony of Feſus is 
the. Spirit of Prophecy *; ſo that St. Peter 
might well fay, we have alſo a more ſure 
Word of Prophecy f. A Teſtimony that 
will ſtand the Examination of all Ages; 
a Foundation that will bear the Weight of 
the whole Chriſtian Fabrick ; it is a firm, 
conſtant, and laſting Proof that wants no 
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Witneſſes to vouch for it hut its Counter- 
part, the Hiſtory of Jefes Chri/? ; and ap- 
peals to the Reaſon ant judgment of the 
whole World, for its Truth and Sofficiency. 
It muſt however be owned, that there is con- 
ſiderable Application neceiſary to the Study 
of the prophetick Style, in order to a more 
full Comprehenſion of the manifold Wiſe 
dom of God +. 

The Study of the Books of Moſes, and the 
Prophets, are, I am afraid, too much ne- 
glected by ordinary Readers of the Hol 
Scriptures; and perhaps one principal Cauſe 
of this is, the Want of ſome ſmall plain 
Treatiſe, like this now publiſhed, for aſſiſt 
ing them in their Meditations on theſe di- 
vine Oracles. I make no donbt, but if 


many of thoſe who read the Old Teſtament, . 


had the Queſtion put to them that Philip put 
to the Eunuch.*, Under/tandeſt thou what 
thou readeſt the Anſwer would be much 
to the ſame Purpoſe with that of this Mi- 
niſter of Candace, Queen of the Ethiopians, 
viz. How can 1, except ſome Man ſhould 
guide me +? And to this end there is not 
a more proper Guide than this littſe Book. 
When People young and unlearned peruſe 
the Books of Moſes, and the Prophets, with- 
out ſuch a Help as is here preſented to them, 
they

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they will, I ſuſpect, find themſelves much at a 
ſtand, in finding the true, the ſpiritual and 
myſtical Import of what is there contained, 
The Law contains the Seeds of the Goſpel 
Harveſt, and is the Stock of that ingrafted 
Ward; and from hence we are taught the 
firſt Elements, and Rudiments, from which 


we proceed to a more perfect Knowledge. 


And it muſt be through the Veil that a 
Way is opened into the holieſt of all, and 
accordingly, we are not to read the Old 
Teſtament, as a bare Relation of Matters of 
Fact, of the Exploits of Moſes and Foſbua, 
and of the Kings of Jfael and Judah, 
things at a great Diſtance, - and which do 
not concern ourſelves; but as a faiuubful Re- 
poſitory of future Truths; as ſpeaking of 
theſe laſt Times, and of our own moſt va- 
luable Intereſt, and where, as through a 
Cloud, we may diſcover ſome Rays of the 
bright and Morning Star, and trace out the 
adorable Footſteps of that Ruler, whoſe Co- 
ings forth have been of old from everlaſt« 
ing r. Much might be ſaid on this Subject, 
for the Conviction of ſuch unhappy Mor- 
tals, as vainly ſcoff at the Book of Gad, 
as well as for confirming and eſtabliſhing 
the Faithful, and theſe who heartily believe 
and embrace divine Revelation, was this a 
proper Place for it; but as this Performance 
of the very Reverend and Pious Author, is 

. m- 
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intended chiefly, for the Benefit and Edifica- 
tion of ordinary Readers, though it may at 
the ſame time be very uſeful to the greateſt 
Adepts in Divinity; little more needs be 
faid to recommend it either to the learned 
or vulgar Reader. In ſhort, this pious 
Work carries its Recommendation along 
with it ; it needs only to be attentively per- 
uſed, and then it will fpeak for itſelf; for 
none can read it carefully, but muſt be 
greatly inſtructed by the Light and Aſſiſtance 
which it will afford them. 

May Almighty God, who has not abandon- 
ed Mankind tothe dim Light of Reaſon,to con- 
duct us to Happineſs; but when we had mi- 
ferably miſtaken the Object of our Worſhip, 


and the right Manner of performing it, was 
graciouſly pleaſed to reveal to us in the Holy 
Scriptures, the great Myſtery of Godlineſs : 
May the ſame divine Goodneſs open our Eyes, 
that we may ſee the wondrous things of his 


- heavenly Laws : May the ſame gracious 


God; who has cauſed all Holy Scriptures 
to be written for our Learning, grant that 


we may in ſuch ways hear them, read, 


mark, learn, and inwardly digeſt them, 
that by Patience and Comfort of his holy 
Word +, we may embrace and ever hold 
faſt the bleſſed Hope of everlaſting Life, 
which he has given us in Jeſus Chriſt our 
Lord.

Dr. Guild diſcovered an early Turm for 
Piety and Letters, which induced his Father 
to give him an Academical-Education, -and 
to train him up for the holy Miniſtry. He 
had his Philoſophy Courſe and Degree of 
Maſter of Arts in the Mariſchal College “ 
of Aberdeen, then newly inſtituted by the 
Earl Mariſchal of Scotland. Aſterwards he 
wholly addicted himſelf to the Study of Di- 
vinity, under the Care and Direction of the 
Principals of the King's and Mariſchal Col-

Whether this was 
the Cauſe of the Vacancy of the Pariſh of 
King-Edward; does not appear; but from 
Dr. Guild's Sepulchrat Inſcription it may be 
gathered, that be was ſettled Miniſter of 
that Pariſh in the Year 1607, and that he 
continued his miniſterial Labours there for 
three and twenty Years. 

January 12th, 1631, Mr. William Guild 
was called by his native Town of New A+. 
berdeen & to be one of their Miniſters, in the 
room of Mr. James Refs. In this Office he 
had for his Collegues three very eminent 
Divines, Dr. Robert Barron, Profeſſor of 
Divinity in the Mariſchal College, Dr. 
James Sibbald, and Dr. Mexander Roſs. 
Mr. Guild and his. three Collegues had their 
Degrees in Divinity + conferred upon them, 
much about the ſame Time, by the Univer- 
fity and King's College in Od Aberdeen, 
which had been lately reſtored, and at that 
Time greatly ſtouriſhed, particularly in the 
Faculty of Divinity, under the Auſpices of 
Dr. Patrick Forbes of Corſe, Biſhop of A. 
berdeen, and Chancellor ex efficio of thar 
Univerſity. It does not appear at what par- 
ticular Time Dr. Cuild had the Honour of

Theſe Honours gave Offence to the more 
rigid of the Clergy, bur their Objections 
were fully refuted by Dr. Forbes. in his re 
nicwm, lib. 2. c. 11. 

The Faculty of Divinity, or as they were 
commonly called, the DodTors of Aberdeen, 
ſoon diſtinguiſhed themſelves by their Learn- 
ing; obliging the World, not only with: 
their. private Writings, but alſo with their 
united Labours as a Faculty : For their Fa- 
culty Meetings, not confining themſelves to 
Matters of mere Form, employed their 
joint Endeavours for advancing the Honour 
of the Univerſity, and promoting ſound 
Theology. In the Tear 1637, we find 
them conſulted by the reformed Churches 
abroad, concerning a Plan which was ſẽt 
on foot about that Time, for: reconciling 
the £utherans-and Calvinifts :- Their learn- 
ed Anſwer, ſigned by the Faculty, is inſert- 
ed in Dr. J. Ferbes's. Iuſtruct. hiſtcr. theol. 
ib. 14. c. 7. with an Account of the Re- 
. ception it met with at Stockholm, when it 
was preſented to an Aſſembly of the Swediſh - 
Clergy, by James Durey, a Scotſman, who 
bad travelled over England, France, Ger- 


mam, Sueden, and Denmark, in order to

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effectuate this Reconciliation, King Charles 
and the Marquis of Hamilton's Letters to 
this Faculty “, ſhew in what high Eſteem 
they were at Court, of whoſe Meaſures 
they became the principal Champions in 
the Times of the Covenant. 
Nor was the Redtoral Meeting, of which 
we have ſeen Dr. Guild was a Member, al- 
moſt uninterruptedly after the Year 1634, 
leſs active in their proper Department. The 
Education, Diſcipline, Funds and Edifice of 
the College, having fallen into great Dif 
order through the Negligence of former 
Times, called for their particular Attention:

The new Liturgy and Book 
of Canons, which King Charles attempted 
to introduce into Scotland, in Summer 1637, 
raiſed.

The 
Malecontents exclaimed againſt them as ſu- 
perſtitious, illegal, and containing many 
Points of Popery. They alſo formed them- 
ſelves into a Body called the Table, where 
there were Deputies from the Shires and 
Burrows, and a great many Noblemen and 
Miniſters aſſociated together under the Pre- 
rence of ſecuring Religion, preſerving the fun- 
damental Laws-and Liberties of the Land, the 
Honour of the King, and the Defence of his 
Authority. For promoting | theſe Ends, it 
was by them judged neceſſary to renew the 
Covenant made in King James his Time a- 
gainſt Popery, and ſigned by that King with 
his Council and Family ; which, according 
to the new Draught, was made up, firſt, of

Matters having been again ſettled by the 
Pacification at Berwick 20th of June, it 
was agreed that a free General Aſſembly 
ſhould be held on the 6th of Aug, and a 
Parliament thereafter.

of Traguair, his Majeſty's Commiſſioner,

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Theſe ſeaſonable Admonitions abundant- 
ly demonſtrate their Author's Loyalty and 


peaceable Diſpoſition, but were not power- 
ful enough to allay the Heats ; for this Se- 


ſion of Parliament met in no better Tem- 


per than former ones. Matters came again 
to an apen. Rupture between the King and 
his Subjects of Scotland, who marched into 
England, and poſſeſſed themſelves of News 
caſtle, A Pacification being again brought 
about, the King came to Scotland, the fol- 
lowing Year 1641, and held a Parliament 
in Perſon, one of whoſe firſt Reſol ves was, 
that all the Members ſhould ſubſcribe: the 
Covenant, which was accordingly. dane by 
all. In the General Aſſembly. and Con- 
vention of Eſtates, Which were held with 
the King's Conſent in Summer 1643, the 
Solemn League and Covenant of ' the three 
Kingdoms met with unanimous Approbation, 
and was by them enjoined to be ſworn and 
dſeribed by all Ranks, under Pain of be- 
ing puniſhed as Enemies to Religion, having 
their Goods confiſcated, being deprived of 
their Benefices and Offices, and receiving 
what further Puniſhment his Majeſty and 
the Parliament ſhould inflict on them. In 
Compliance with this Order, upon Sunday 
October 29th 1643, + Mr. Strachan, Miniſter 
of Old Aberdeen, fuſt ſwore and ſubſcribed 

| | bs the 
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the Solemn and Covenant, next Dr. 
Guild and the Profeſſors of Philoſophy or 
Regents of . the College, and the Mapiſtrates 
of the Town, with the Elders and Deacons 
of the Pariſh, and after them the Trades 
and Commons, and even the Women' held 
up their Hands and ſwore, very few except- 
ed; ſuch was the Keenneſs and Unanimity of 
Perſons of all Ranks in this very extraordi- 
nary Meaſure. Thoſe who cenſure Dr. 
Guild for being carried away with the Stream, 
ſhould reflect that the. 3d Article of this 
Covenant declates their ſolemn Purpoſe of 
-preſerving and defending the King's Ma- 
feſty's Perſon and Authority, and contains 
ſtrong Profeſſions of Loyalty, -diſclaiming 
all Thoughts or Intentions to diminiſh his 
Majeſty's juſt Power and Greatneſs : Altho' 
many deſigning Men may have made thoſe 
- Profeſſions bypocritically, yet there is no 
Reaſon for entertaining ſuch Thoughts of 
the Doctor, whole Sentiments of theſe Mat- 
ters were ſufficiently declared by his Faith- 
Fil and friendly Advice, To him we may 
apply that Paſſage of the diu Baomny, 
Chap. 14. As things now ſtand, Men 
Dall ” leaſt ' offend God or me (lays Ki 


Carles) by keeping their Covenant in hone 
"and lawful Mays: ſince I have the Charity 
to think, that the chief End of the Covenant 
i [ach Mens Intentions, was to preſerve 
Religion in Purity, and the Nr in 
9 * 4 ACE. 
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Peace. Theſe we may reaſonably preſume, 
were Dr. Guild's Motives; among which 
we may alſo admit, without any ſingular 
Imputation, the End whieh Gordon of 
Strathlach ſerved by ſubſcribing the fame 
Covenant in mediis regnt fluctibus & tur- 
bis---erudita quicte & pace frui . Bur 
whatever were his Views, his Attachment 
to the King drew upon bim the Diſpleaſure 
of the Covenanters, particularly of the 
Kirk, which in end deprived him both of 
his Principal's Place, and miniſterial Fun- 


ction . 


King Charles, after à long Train of 1648, 


Adveriny, having retired to the Je 
ef Wight, ſundry Addreſſes and Meſſages 


paſſed betwixt him and his Subjects of both 
Nations, relating to Peace and Accommo- 


dation. But no Terms could pleaſe the 


Parliament and Army of England, who 
now began toe throw off the Mask, and 


could be fatisfied with nothing leſs that the 


King's Life, and the Abolition of Mon- 
archy. The Parliament of Scotland how. 
ever approved of the Conceſſions made by 


the King, and reſolved that he ſhould be 
brought to one of his Houſes in or. near 


London, with Honour, Freedom, and Safe» 


ty ; and, in order to effectuate their Reſolu- 


mou levied an Army, with which they en+ 
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tered England under the Duke of Hamilton. 
This unfortunate Expedition, which after» 
wards got the Name of the Unlawful Eu- 


gagement, was- violently oppoſed by the 


Clergy and Kirk Party in Scotland. The 
Commiſion of the General Aſſembly, and 
the General Aſſembly irſelf, put furth their 
Declarations and Warnings againſt it, cen- 
furing it as a Breach of the Covenant, con- 
rrary to God's Honour and the Safety of his 
People, and as leaving Religion in a State 
of Uncertainty and Hazard. * The Aſſembly 
in particular paſſed an Act, ordaining, that 
Miniſters who preached for the Lawfulneſs 
of it, ſhould be cenſured with Depoſition; 
and that even ſuch as were ſilent, ſpoke 
ambiguouſly, or coldly in the publick Cauſe, 


or did not apply their Doctrine to the Times, 


with Faithfulneſs, - ſhould be cenſured by 
their Presbyreries. 

Dr. Guild's Loyalty led him to treſpaſs a · 

ſt this Act; on which account he was 

furnmoned before the Committee of Aſſem- 

bly appointed for viſiting the Univerſity of 

Hberdeen, and by them deprived of his 


Office of Principal in the Month of June 


1650. This Proceſs was alſo transferred to 
the Presbytery of Aberdeen, who, upon the 


. 22th of the ſame Month, depoſed him from

of the Clergy in the North. Mr. Andrew 
Cant, the Rector of the Univerſity, procu- 
red from the Commiſſion- of the Aſſembly, 
a Reference of the Aﬀair to the Presbytety 
of Aberdeen, unto whom a Petition having 
been preſented by. Mr. Johr Lundie, Pro- 
ſeſſor of Humanity, and ſeveral other Mem : 
bers of the Univerfity,: defiring that Mr. 
Row might» be ſettled: as their Principal; 
Mr. Row ſhowed an apparent 'Unwillingneſs 
to accept of the Office, and the Matter was

bar * opened the Eyes of the honeſter and 
better Part of the Clergy of Scotland, who 
being filled with Horror when they reflected 
vpon the King's Murder, and other Pro- 
ceedings in England, began to think how 
defective they had hitherto been in their 
Duty to the King, and therefore reſolved to 
adhete more faithfully to it in all Time 
coming. Dr. Guild took the Opportunity 
of the cooler Temper and more moderate 
- Diſpoſition of the Kirk Party towards the 
young: King and his Friends, and pre- 
vailed with the Committee - of the Aſſembly 
Who had depoſed him from his Principal's 
Office, to repone him to it again. Upon 
the 6th of April 1652, the Doctor applies 
by Petition to the Presbytery of -Aberdeen, 
ſhewing that he was reſtored to his Princi- 

I's Place in the College, and therefore de- 
king the Presbytery would reſtore him alſo 
to his Miniſtry. But the Presbytery think · 
ing proper upon various Pretences to con- 
tinue his Depoſition, he appeals to the Sy+ 
nod, who, upon the 3oth of Zune the ſame

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Thus, by looking into the Records of the 
Synod of Aberdeen, one ſhould be led to 
think, that Dr. Guild was fully reſtored as» 
gain to his Office of Principal and miniſte- 
rial Function; but the Caſe wis otherwiſe 3 


for notwithſtanding theſe Decrees in his 


favours; Mr. Row entered upon the Office, 
and enjoyed it until the Reſtoration, - This 


appears by the Records of the Univerſity, . 


which make no farther Mention of Dr. 

Guild after the Time of his Depoſition, and 
may be accounted for from the great Change 
which the publick Affairs had undergone ; 
for the King's Party having been entirely 
ruined at Worceſter, and Monk having re- 
duced the whole Kingdom of Scotland un- 
der Obedience, the Parliament of England, 
preſuming upon the Right of Conqueſt, 
paſſed an AQ aboliſhing kingly Power in 
Scotland, and uniting that Kingdom to the 
Engliſh Commonwealth. Upon this Altera» 
tion of Government, the Officers of the 
Engliſh Army took the Management of all 
a, Affairs into their own Hands; and 

me pragmatical Men of the Clergy who 


choſe to pay their court to them, declared 


theimſelves of the independent Way, and 
Favourers of the Sectarians. Among others 
Mr. John Row went over to this Party, and 
was by them ſettled in the Principal's OF- 
fice, notwithſtanding that Dr. Guild had 
been reſtored to it by the bigher Judicato- 
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ries of the Kirk, who had formerly depoſed 
him. - The Kirk indeed acknowledged bim 
as Principal, and admitted him as one of 
their Members; but this was of no uſe to 
him in Oppdlition to Mr. Rzw, and his new 
Friends the SeQarians, who having the en- 
tire Direction of Matters, withdrew them- 
felves from all Submiſſion to the Kirk Ju- 
_ dicatofies,' and paid no Obedience to their 
Decrees. Dr. Guild retired to his native 
Town of New Aberdeen, where he employ- 
ed the Remainder of his Days in- Works of 
Beneficence and publick Utility, and in 
compoſing ſome learned Treatiſes, of which 
ſeveral have appeared in Print, and others 
temain in Manuſcript, 
Diuoring the ten Years of his enjoying the 
Office of Principal, he was moſt exact in 
all the Branches of his Duty. His Predeceſ 
for Dr. Leſlie had incurred: Blame for ne- 
glecting to prelect in Theology, as the 
Foundation requires +. Dr. Guild regular 
ly gave theſe Prelections *, and, that they 
might prove the more extenſively uſeſul, 
gave them in Engliſh in the College Church, 
every Body being admitted. He further 
gave a Lecture every Night after Supper to 
the Regents and Students.------The Reve- 
nue of the College was greatly increaſed = 7 
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his Time “ by a royal Mortification of the 
Rents of the Biſhoprick of Aberdeen, which 
were divided betwixt the Aizp's and Mari- 
ſhal Colleges by a Charter from the Crown 
ia the Year 1641, and confirmed to them 
by Act of Parliament the ſame Year. As 
the two Colleges had a joint Intereſt in the 
Management of this Donation, it was 
thought proper by a Clauſe + in the Bo- 
dy of the Chartet to unite and erect them 
into one Univerſity, to be called in all 
Time coming the Caroline Univer ſity, but 
the private Rights of each College were 
notwithſtanding to remain entire.
